The differences between Mr. Daly 
and Hon. W. A. Clark have attracted 
much attention. The trouble started 
years ago over some water rights near 
Butte which Mr. Daly wanted and Mr. 
Clark bought, forcing the other to pay 
A very high $gure. Daly's opportunity 
tor revenge canae in 1888, when Clark 
wlii the nominee for delegaite to eon- 
fresB. With, his immense inflm nee a, 
Anaconda, Daly was able to throw a 
k^vy vote to Carter, Claik'a Republic 
ao rival, which had previously been 
oait for the Democratic party. 

At the first state elp;'tion Clark was 
the Democratic nominee for represent- 
ative in congress, and J. K. Tool for 
go^ehior. The latter was elected, b^il 
daVk was defeated, sur)|)osedly owin^;, 
to Daly's influences. Clark waa thru 
put f<.'rward by his party for United 
Btiites senator. After a bitter contest 
the legislature was organised by both 
parties, each claiming to be legal. The 
Republicans named Thomas O. Powei 
and W. F. Sanders for their senators, 
vh^le the Democrats i)Ut'up Mr. Clark 
and Major M'arti'n Maginnia. "l^e lie- 
publicans were seatrd. Daly's Influ- 
ence (It'l'catcd Clark in a s ■•• .nd con- 
test in 18!)3, in that legialature the 
Demdersts had 85 vOtes, the Pbj^ullats 
3 and the Itepubllcans 33. The Daly 
i)emoc:atti, niiml)ering 9, voted solidly 
for ex-Congn •^^^slnaIl W. W. Dixon, and 
there was a deadlock for the entiie se^ 
sl<m of 4ib days.

Hoary \ illara waa born in ite.ni lch 
Hllgard, in Spt^yer, Rhcinisb Ll.ivaiia, 
April 11, 1835. Hla great uncle, Theo- 
dore (father of Julius Hligard, who 
biecame superintendent of the I'nited 
Stiite;; coa.st siiivey), led a migratiun 
of the family conneciion to Uellevihe, 
Ills., in 1835. His father, Gustav, wjs 
in the Judicial service df th« BavAhaU 
gove. nm) nt and became Judge Of the 
Bupreiix- court at Munich.

During 
these years, be served as a legislative 
correspondent for Indiana and Illinois; 
a political reporter, reporting the Lin- 
coln-Douglas debates; the Cliicago 
convention which nominated l.iincoln, 
the Lincoln campaign and later as a 
war corresp:>ndent and a European 
correspondent Tbe pkpers he served 
In this period were the Cincinnati

J., and the Edison works at Schenec- 
tady, N. Y., as a basis, organized the 
Edison Censral Electric company^ of 
which he becam* preiitdeOti Mrrlnt 1b 
that capacity about two years. I-n Oc- 
tober, 1889 he became chairman of the 
Northern ^a.-'lfic board of directors, 
but the panic of 1893 again occasioned 
the loss of most of his fortube, and 
I^ to hla withdrawal ttoix railroad 
malnkkeaii'bnt.

CBlCA(io, Nov. 9.— A New York tele- 
gram to the Ubicago Timea>Uerald aays 
Tbe Queen of the United States Navy is 
now Uticle Sam'e aplendid battleship 
Keutooky. She la the big beauty that 
Went noder the Brooklya bridge one 
night not long ago when the IBOon 
high. There was a car blockade and 
bandrede of people watebed tbe great 
fighting machine as she slowly drifted 
under tbe bridge. KveryboUy knew that 
abe waa a war vessel, but Boae knew her 
Mine. She was bailed : 

"What ablp are you ?" 

The answer came from a group d 
in tbe fighting top, and it ran: 
aba was bred io old KsaMcky, 
When tbs meadow grass waa blue. 

Hundreda of cheera aoonded and tbe 
great battleship went on down the Ner> 
rows, ber Jsckiea atill ainging. 

And now comes tbe news from Gibral- 
tar that tbe Kentucky has broken all 
long-distance records for warshipa. Even 
the Oregon's marvelous performance dor* 
iug the Spanish war must take a baek" 
ground when tbe knot (jiiestion is con- 
sidered, for tbe Kentucky has beaten 
her. The Kentucky left New York Oc- 
tober 2(i, and, therefore, made the trip to 
Gibraltar in just twelve days. Fr m 
Sandy Hook to tbe big rock la aboat 
4,000 miles, and tbs Kentucky, tberr- 
fore, made a speed averaging fourteen 
knots all tbe way across. 

For a warship the officers of the Brook- 
lyn navy yard say this performance is 
marvelous, aa the trip, when made by 
the big ocean greyhounds of tbe Ham- 
burg-American Line, conaumea at leaat 
eight days. The Kentucky in making 
the distance in twelve daya under natural 
draught provea bemelf to be more than 
her bnilders claimed for her, when it is 
taken into consideration that tbe liners 
are aftder forced draught the entire dfa- 

tance. 

The Oregon, on her voyage around the 
Horn, maintained a aeaspeed of fourteen 
and one-half knots an hour, for until 
after tbe performance of the Kentucky 
was made known the Oregon held the 
record for rapid tranait among fighting 
shipp. 

' rhe pride of the navy," aa the KeD> 
tucky may now be entitled, ia probably 
more deetruetive than any other warship

Uo lift forward and aft d» ck she carries 
a donbie tnrret, on each side of which 
are mounted two tbirteen-incb trims. A 
single blow from the.se guns would dis- 
able, if not sink, the stoutest man-of- 
war thiit sails tbo m ean. From bow and 
stern the new boat can lire a thirteen- 
i ich gun at one and tbe same time. 

The pushing power of the new ship ia 
enormous, and it ia evident from her 
present performance that her machinery 
is Al. She has two acrewa, two funnels 
ubreaat, two aeta of vertical triple-expan- 
sion engines, ten bnilern, six of whu b 
are double and f >ur single ended. Her 
coal capacity enablea ber to aail 6,000 
mill'-* at tbe rate of ten knots an hour. 
Navy men say she pegijcd along across 
the Atlantic at tbe rate of fourteen 
knots, a mighty pace for her 11,626 tons 
displacement.
